Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4, 6-13, 17, 20 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Amendment and arguments filed on 3/17/08 are persuasive to overcome the prior art 
rejections. Regarding claims 1, 4, 6-13, 17, and 20, arguments are persuasive in identifying that 
the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a backlight as positioned under the second electrode of 
the display device (see Remarks Pages 5-9). Claim 21 is allowable for reasons indicated in the 
11/16/07 Office Action.
